CONDITIONS FOR LICENSING FOR IMPORTS UNDER 
THE BELGIAN GOVERNMENT CREDIT FOR 1978-79 

1(1) The Belgium Government Credit extended in Decern- 
ber, 1978 by the Government of Belgium can be used for 
financing imports from Belgium of capital goods, components, 
raw materials, and spare ports. The loan can be tdso used 
to pay for Belgium services required for the implementation 
of the development projects in India. 

1(2) Only goods and services of Belgium origin are eligible 
for being financed under this Credit. 
n-ISSUE OF IMPORT LICENCES : 

H_(l) The import licence will be issued on CLF basis with 
an initial validity of 12 months. For extension of the vali¬ 
dity of the licence, the licence© should approach the licensing 
authority concerned within the validity period of the licence, 
who shall consult the Department of Economic Affairs (EEC- 
I Section) in the matter. 

11(2) Firm order on GIF/C&F basis must be placed on 
the suppliers in Belgium and sent to the Ministry of Finance. 
Department of Economic Affairs (EEC-I Section) Room No. 
69, North Block, New Delhi within 4 months from the date 
of issue of the import licence. If firm orders cannot be 
finalised within the initial time limit of 4 mouths, the 
Licence© should submit to the Chief Controller of Imports 
& Exports, or other licensing authorities, as the case may be, 
a proposal Becking an extension in the ordering period, fur¬ 
nishing justification and •xplanatlon as to why ordering could 
not be completed within the initial validity period of 4 months. 
Such requests for extension in the ordering period will be 
considered on the merits of each case by the licensing authori¬ 
ties who may grant extension upto a further period of 4 
months.
